Faubus and Jones filed for the 


governorship along with J. . . M. 
Myers of -Springdale, a politifcM 
unknown. Chambers filed his.rcan- 
didacy for the United States Sen- 
t?te against Sen. John L. McClel- 
lan and former Gov. Sid McMath. 


The filing of Faubus was
